| Cruditzes and Indigeſtions of an 
Acid Nature. 


HE Indications in the Cure of Cho: 
licks ariſing from this Cauſe are, to 
diſſolve and attenuate the fix't Acids into 
leſſer Particles; to evacuate and carry off 
the Indigeſted Aliments from the Stomach 
and Guts; and to prevent or remedy 
that Thickneſs and Coagulation of the 
Blood, which fixt Acid Humours pro- 
duce, To which ends it will be ſome- 
tines proper to Bleed the Patient, to wit, 
when a Syncope or Suffocation (which often 
enſue from the Coagulation by the Blood) 
s apprehended, and the Phyſician finds 
by the Pulſe that he is able to bear it. A 
Ofter may be alſo given, tho' not fo abſo- 
lutely neceſſary in this, as in Cholicks pro- 
ceeding from moſt other Cauſes, but 
Purges ought always to us'd much ſooner 
here. Ir will be generally convenient to 
vive a Vomit at the beginning, and that of a 
little ſtronger Nature than in the foregoing 
auſe. Oyl and Tepid Water, or Fat-broth, 
Wy be firſt try'd ; but if they are not ſuſfi- 
ent to make a pretty good diſcharge, an 
Infuſion of Carduus Benedifus or Ipecacuan.

Laudanum muſt be often repeated, and 
given in larger Doſes in this Cauſe. The 
Clyſters for the moſt part ought to be com. 
pos'd of cooling Oyls and Milk. The 
eating of as much Oyl as will agree with 
the Patient's Stomach, Milk alſo for 
common Food, are very beneficial here, 
Aſſes Milk upon the declining of the Fit, 
and for a Month or fix Weeks after, is of 
vaſt advantage, both to perfect the Cure, 
and to prevent the return of the Diſtem- 
per.
